These are extracts from the. second chapter of Matthew and 
these summarize the role which Herod the Great played in the drama 


of the first Christmas. 
palace and inquired: 


The Wise Men from the east went to Herod's 
‘‘Where is he that is born King of the Jews?’’ 


The question caused consternation in the uneasy mind of Herod. 
Was there One who challenged his sovereignty? 


After the Wise Men had wor- 
shipped at the feet of the Christ 
Child and had acknowledged Him 
to be their King, they departed 
without telling Herod of their hav- 
ing found Jesus. Such unmitigated 
mockery caused the _ troubled 
Herod to become angered and in- 
censed. 


In a violent fit of fear and rage, 
he ordered the slaying of all chil- 
dren of Bethlehem of two years 
and younger. Joseph and Mary fled 
into Egypt. ‘‘When Herod was 
dead, behold, an angel of the Lord 
appeareth in a dream to Joseph in 
Egypt, saying Arise, and take the 
young child and his mother, and go 
into the land of Israel: for they 
are dead which sought the young 
child’s life’? (Matthew 2:19-20). 

Herod died, but ‘“‘the child grew, 
and waxed strong in spirit, filled 
with wisdom: and the grace of Ged 
was upon him’”’ (Luke 2:40). I sup- 
pose few of us would today know 
the name Herod had it not been 
for the treacherous role he played 
in the story of Christ's nativity. 

The Herod of the Christmas 
story is Herod the Great, who

fought his way to authority with a 
strong arm and a ciever head. He 
was ruthless, zealous and fanatic.

financial, military and otherwise, 
that we have provided. Nor was 
this impatience limited to what 
might be called the ‘‘Nationalist’’ 
bloc in our Congress, predomi- 
nantly Republican, but ramified 
widely to include internationalist 
Republicans and many Demo- 
craéts who previously had exhib 
ited a most lenient and generous 
attitude toward our Western Eu- 
ropean allies. 


Since Congress recessed this 
impatience has, if anything, in 
creased, as France continued to 
cling to her skepticism about a 
German Army. That is under- 
standable, to an extent, in a peo- 
ple who still remember 1914 and 
1939 and know about 1870 before 
that, even though most of her 
leaders recognize the strength of 
the argument that it is much bet- 
ter for France that a German 
Army be a unit in.a single West- 
ern European Army. That would 
afford constant supervision and 
watchfulness by the rest of West- 
ern Europe, as would not be the 


‘ease if Germany were left out 


and permitted to pursue her own 
way independently. 

The impatience of the Congress 
with which Secretary Dulles. must 
deal beginning in January was 


clearly recognized by that offi- 
cial when he sought to call 
France to account and jack her 
up this week in Paris. He served 


notice that unless she ratified 
the unified army embraced in 
the European Defense Cammu- 
nity, then we would have to make 
an “‘agonizing reappraisal of ba- 
sic United States policy.” 

Basic United States policy in- 
cluded continued economic and 
military aid as well as support 
for France, along with our other 
Western European allies, in case 
of attack. While Mr. Dulles cer- 
tainly did not mean the ultimate 
implication that might be in 
volved therein, his threat seemed 
plain enough. In short, we can— 
not continue to do all the things 
we have been doing for France 
unless she contributes also. 

Plain enoUgh, too, was Secre 
tary Dulles’ gesture toward Com 
gress. Assuming a hard-boiled 
stance, he was telling Congress, 
in effect: ‘“‘Look—I am doing ev- 
erything I can to bring France 
into line. I am being tough.” 
From this, the inference would 
also be that, if Frarice doés come 
along, then Congress: would be 
expected to go along on our com 
mitted course of policy.
